In the select company of the Masters of the Guitar, 
JORGE MOREL is a rising young and highly in- 
dividualistic star. Very often billed as "Argentina’s 
brilliant guitarist,” this young man's career is zooming 
along these days in such proportions that Argentina will 
have to give way to America. His smash acceptance at 
New York’s "VILLAGE GATE” and "EMBERS CLUB”, 
have placed him high on the list of the city’s name 
attractions. 

His musical career started at the age of eleven, in his 
native Buenos Aires, where he studied with Maestro 
Pablo Esbobar. After graduating from the University of 


Advanced Musical Studies, Jorge Morel initiated his 
professional career by appearing in concerts in various 
Latin-American countries, garnering wide acclaim in 
radio and television appearances. 

In 1961 Jorge Morel came to the United States, making 
his debut at Carnegie Hall, displaying his unique and 
versatile techniques in a gamut of musical styles, rang- 
ing from the classical to folkloric musical idioms of 
South-American countries.

In May of 1978, The Brooklyn Academy of Music put together it’s first annual coun- 
try music festival. Featured on the programs were some of the finest musicians in every 
field of traditional country music. Representing Cajun music were The Balfa Brothers, 
and it was during their two day engagement at the Academy that they found time to 
join us for a live appearance on WKCR’s “Cajun Jamboree" radio program. Luckily 1 
had brought some blank tapes along and recorded an air-check of the incredible music 
they performed that Saturday afternoon. After the program 1 filed the tapes away in my 
collection of recordings and it was not until almost a year later that 1 finally pulled 
them and played them for a friend. Both of us firmly agreed that these incredible per- 
formances should be made available for everyone to enjoy so hence they are presented 
here. 

Realizing there was not enough material for a full album I made a search for addi- 
tional material and discovered a complete tape of one of the most beautiful concerts 1 
have ever attended, namely a concert done by the Balfa Brothers for the N.Y. 
Pinewoods folk music club in December of 1974. 1 had always remembered this in- 
credible evening when 1 heard the Balfa’s for the first time and had spent two years 
searching for a tape of the concert finally giving up all hope that it existed, and, after 
almost 5 years here it was with some of the most beautiful music you’ll ever want to 
hear! 

The music on this album is drawn from these two sources and comprises a beautiful 
representation of the music brought to New York City by the Balfa Brothers, and 
preserved by two accidental tapings for had the 1974 concert or the 1978 radio ap- 
pearance not been captured on these tape recordings then the music contained on this 
album would have been as fleeting as time and only a wonderful memory for those of us 
lucky enough to have heard it.

As you may know, the BALFA BROTHERS consisted of Will. Rodney and myself. At 
times we couldn’t all go to our concert bookings, so we had many good friends that 
would work with us. For this New York concert. Will couldn’t make it so Rodney and I 
asked Ervin "Dick” Richard to play 2nd fiddle, and Hadley Fontenot to play accordion. 

We were in Qur hotel rooms when this young man came up and said that he was a 
fan of the Balfa Brothers and wondered if we’d consider doing a show with WKCR-FM 
here in New York City. We always thought we should never miss the chance to pro- 
mote traditional Cajun music. ...after all, it has been so good to us so he and 

another long time friend of the Balfa Brothers, Kathy Kaplin, whom he worked with, 
convinced us to do the show. 

A year later I saw that same young man again, Frank Mare, (after I had lost Will and 
Rodney in a tragic highway accident) and he said, “Dewey, you’ve just got to hear the 
tapes from that concert. It’s just so beautiful I think they should be on album so other 
Balfa Bros, fans can enjoy them too!” And, after listening to the tapes, I certainly 
agreed with him, and I think you will too when you listen to this album.

I 've always thought of Cajun music as 
a social thing, something which best 
belonged in the intimacy of a home 
where it was considered a natural and 
enjoyable part of the family environment. 

I think that when you get out and start 
playing commercially you begin to worry 
too much about trivial things like whether 
or not you're in perfect tune, or if your act 
is polished enough, or if the P.A.’s clean 
enough, or if your presentation will be 
well received, etc. For the same reason I 
think that the minute you get a folk musi- 
cian into the sterility of a 16 track studio 
(16 tracks to record 3 people??) you com- 
pletely destroy the spirit which usually 
haunts a warmer social scene. 

We hope that when this music from our 
house enters your home you, too, will be 
warmed' by the same spirit. 

Marc Savoy 

Marc Savoy: Born October 1, 1941 in 
Eunice, La. Marc became interested in 
Cajun music at house parties given in his 
parents' kitchen. He listened to his grand- 
father play fiddle with Dennis McGee and 
got and began to play the accordion at the 
age of twelve. Marc set up a repair shop for 
accordions and repairing developed into 
building and Marc created the "Acadian" 
accordion, modeled after old German 



diatonic accordions but widely surpassing 
them in quality. Marc has played in 
various groups in Texas and Louisiana and 
has travelled in Canada, South America, 
and all over the USA. He has been an 
important spokesman for the keeping of 
traditional Cajun lifestyles and music. 
Today Marc runs the Savoy Music Center 
& accordion factory on the highway east 
of Eunice where Cajun musicians gather 
for jam sessions, beer, and boudin! 

Michael Doucet: Born February 14, 1951, 
Mike has been playing in Cajun bands 
since the early 1970s when he formed his 
first definitive Cajun band, "The Bayou 
Drifters". In the '70s Mike and accor- 
dionist/fiddle player Bessyl Duhon formed 
a band called "Coteau" which fused tradi- 
tional Cajun music with hardcore Gulf 
Coast rock. He has studied traditional 
Cajun fiddle with various masters such as 
Dennis McGee, Dewey and Will Balfa, 
and Canray Fontenot. Mike now leads a 
popular progressive Cajun band called 
"Beausoleil" and has travelled throughout 
the US, France, & Canada with this band. 
He has been an important figure in the 
renewal of young Cajuns' interest in Cajun 
music. I Ie works in the Louisiana schools 
presenting Cajun music to the students 
and plays weekly in Breaux Bridge clubs 


"Mulate's" and "Cleopha's". Mike works 
as a radio and TV producer for the diocese 
of Lafayette. 

Ann Allen Savoy: Born January 20, 1952 
in St. Louis, Missouri, and raised in Rich- 
mond, Virginia, Ann has played the guitar 
since she was 12 years old. A student of 
French for the past 15 years, she lived in 
Switzerland and France for two years. In 
1974 she first came into contact with 
Cajun music and in 1976 met and married 
(a year later) Marc Savoy. Ann has played 
rhythm guitar and sung with Marc since 
their marriage. For the past five years, 
besides raising a family, Ann has been 
compiling a book of Cajun songs, photos, 
and interviews to be published in April of 
1984.

Natural musicians at home in their dixie medium playing to 
a violently enthusiastic crowd — this is JAZZ AT BROWN UNI- 
VERSITY. Saturday afternoon. Brown men and their dates 
packed the PHI DELT house lounge, BUZZ McKEE counted 
out a fast four beats and the jam session began. Before long good 
solid jazz had the crowd pounding their feet, shouting encourage- 
ment, and giving forth with wild applause. It is all recorded 
herein. 

The BRUNOTES are a dixieland jazz band in the classical 
sense. Using clarinet, trumpet, trombone, drums, tuba, and banjo 
the group attains a gutty two beat sound which is capable of 
bringing out tk^e barbaric in the most sophisticated listener. In a 
simple style which keeps organization from getting in the way of 
spontaneous musical expression, the BRUNOTES put forth sev- 
eral of the original and a few adopted dixieland numbers. 

Leader, BUZZ McKEE, is at his raw best as he explores 
clarinet bottom on Sister Kate. J. STEDMAN EDGECOMB 


picks up inspiration from BANJO PERKINS’ bawling vocal on 
Saint James Infirmary and goes on to prove himself a trumpet 
great. Working solidly in ensemble passages HARRY McLEAN 
uncorks trombone at its filthiest with his solo turn in Wang 
Wang Blues. G. MERRIL ADAMS, a very funny fellow, plays 
in character as his tuba gives out with some Tiger Rag sounds 
Barnum & Bailey would be proud to call their own. ADAMS 
claims his instrument has a genealogy dating back to His Majes- 
ty’s 76th Lancers Band. If dents are indicative he is right. The 
solid two beat BRUNOTE rhythm is set and maintained by 
drummer KENNY DUNBAR, who explodes into a furious solo 
on the Saints that brings the musicians and crowd to a peak of 
excitement for a screaming last chorus. 

Much of the credit for the success of this album belong to 
SHERM STICKHOUSER, local disc jockey, who supervised 
the recording. Sherm’s spinning tapes captured all that is JAZZ 
AT BROWN UNIVERSITY.

Ti-ie new york conceRTs 


In May of 1978, The Brooklyn Academy of Music put together it's first annual coun- 
try music festival. Featured on the programs were some of the finest musicians in every 
field of traditional country music. Representing Cajun music were The Balfa Brothers, 
and it was during their two day engagement at the Academy that they found time to 
join us for a live appearance on WKCR's “Cajun Jamhoree” radio program. Luckily I 
had brought some blank tapes along and recorded an air-check of the incredible music 
they performed that Saturday afternoon. After the program I filed the tapes away in my 
collection of recordings and it was not until almost a year later that 1 finally pulled 
them and played them for a friend. Both of us firmly agreed that these incredible per- 
formances should be made available for everyone to enjoy so hence they are presented 
here. 

Realizing there was not enough material for a full album 1 made a search for addi- 
tional material and discovered a complete tape of one of the most beautiful concerts I 
have ever attended, namely a concert done by the Balfa Brothers for the N.Y. 
Pinewoods folk music club in December of 1974. I had always remembered this in- 
credible evening when I heard the Balfa's for the first time and had spent two years 
searching for a tape of the concert finally giving up all hope that it existed, and, after 
almost 5 years here it was with some of the most beautiful music you’ll ever want to 
hear! 

The music on this album is drawn from these two sources and comprises a beautiful 
representation of the music brought to New York City by the Balfa Brothers, and 
preserved by two accidental tapings for had the 1974 concert or the 1978 radio ap- 
pearance not been captured on these tape recordings then the music contained on this 
album would have been as fleeting as time and only a wonderful memory for those of us 
lucky enough to have heard it.

A year later I saw that same young man again, Frank Mare, (after I had lost Will and 
Rodney in a tragic highway accident) and he said, “Dewey, you’ve just got to hear the 
tapes from that concert. It’s just so beautiful I think they should be on album so other 
Balfa Bros, fans can enjoy them too!" And, after listening to the tapes. I certainly 
agreed with him, and I think you will too when you listen to this album.

I 've always thought of Cajun music as 
a social thing, something which best 
belonged in the intimacy of a home 
where it was considered a natural and 
enjoyable part of the family environment. 

I think that when you get out and start 
playing commercially you begin to worry 
too much about trivial things like whether 
or not you’re in perfect tune, or if your act 
is polished enough, or if the P.A.'s clean 
enough, or if your presentation will be 
well received, etc. For the same reason I 
think that the minute you get a folk musi- 
cian into the sterility of a 16 track studio 
(16 tracks to record 3 people??) you com- 
pletely destroy the spirit which usually 
haunts a warmer social scene. 

We hope that when this music from our 
house enters your home you, too, will be 
warmed by the same spirit. 

Marc Savoy 

Marc Savoy: Born October 1, 1941 in 
Eunice, La. Marc became interested in 
Cajun music at house parties given in his 
parents' kitchen. He listened to his grand- 
father play fiddle with Dennis McGee and 
got and began to play the accordion at the 
age of twelve. Marc set up a repair shop for 
accordions and repairing developed into 
building and Marc created the "Acadian" 
accordion, modeled after old German 


diatonic accordions but widely surpassing 
them in quality. Marc has played in 
various groups in Texas and Louisiana and 
has travelled in Canada, South America, 
and all over the USA. He has been an 
important spokesman for the keeping of 
traditional Cajun lifestyles and music. 
Today Marc runs the Savoy Music Center 
& accordion factory on the highway east 
of Eunice where Cajun musicians gather 
for jam sessions, beer, and boudin! 


Michael Doucet: Born February 14, 1951, 
Mike has been playing in Cajun bands 
since the early 1970s when he formed his 
first definitive Cajun band, "The Bayou 
Drifters". In the '70s Mike and accor- 
dionist/fiddle player Bessyl Duhon formed 
a band called "Coteau" which fused tradi- 
tional Cajun music with hardcore Gulf 
Coast rock, lie has studied traditional 
Cajun fiddle with various masters such as 
Dennis McGee, Dewey and Will Balfa, 
and Canray Fontenot. Mike now leads a 
popular progressive Cajun band called 
"Beausoleil" and has travelled throughout 
the US, France, & Canada with this band. 
He has been an important figure in the 
renewal of young Cajuns' interest in Cajun 
music. I le works in the Louisiana schools 
presenting Cajun music to (lie students 
and plays weekly in Breaux Bridge clubs 


"Mulate’s" and "Cleopha's". Mike works 
as a radio and TV producer for the diocese 
of Lafayette. 


Ann Allen Savoy: Born January 20, 1952 
in St. Louis, Missouri, and raised in Rich- 
mond, Virginia, Ann has played the guitar 
since she was 12 years old. A student of 
French for the past 15 years, she lived in 
Switzerland and France for two years. In 
1974 she first came into contact with 
Cajun music and in 1976 met and married 
(a year later) Marc Savoy. Ann has played 
rhythm guitar and sung with Marc since 
their marriage. For the past five years, 
besides raising a family, Ann has been 
compiling a book of Cajun songs, photos, 
and interviews to be published in April of 
1984.

great. Working solidly in ensemble passages HARRY McLEAN 
uncorks trombone at its filthiest with his solo turn in Wang 
Wang Blues. G. MERRIL ADAMS, a very funny fellow, plays 
in character as his tuba gives out with some Tiger Rag sounds 
Barnum & Bailey would be proud to call their own. ADAMS 
claims his instrument has a genealogy dating back to His Majes- 
ty’s 76th Lancers Band. If dents are indicative he is right. The 
solid two beat BRUNOTE rhythm is set and maintained by 
drummer KENNY DUNBAR, who explodes into a furious solo 
on the Saints that brings the musicians and crowd to a peak of 
excitement for a screaming last chorus. 

Much of the credit for the success of this album belong to 
SHERM STICKHOUSER, local disc jockey, who supervised 
the recording. Sherm’s spinning tapes captured all that is JAZZ 
AT BROWN UNIVERSITY.
